This award is given an¬ 
nually to one or more retired or 
active faculty members of Tyler 
Junior College whose record of 
teaching and/or other professional 
service is clearly outstanding when 
compared with that of other faculty 
members. The recipient(s) will be 
selected by the executive committee 
of the Alumni Association based on 
specific criteria to be determined by 
the executive committee. 

Section 3. Outstanding Student 
Award. This award is given an¬ 
nually to one or more former stu¬ 
dents of Tyler Junior College whose 
record of individual accomplish¬ 
ments and/or public service is 
clearly outstanding when compared 
with that of other former students. 
The recipient (s) will be selected by 
the executive committee of the 
Alumni Association based on 
specific criteria to be determined by 
the executive committee. 

Patterson said a need exists for 
officers for the coming year and she 
urges anyone interested in getting 
involved in the important work of the 
Association to contact any member of 
the Alumni Board.

Floyd Wagstaff was head football 
coach, Jerry Sharrock made All- 
Conference, Billy Ray Dickey made 
All-Conference JC All-American and 
Joe Prud’Homme and Billy Hall 
played guard on the basketball team. 

Jack Pollard was Student Council 
president, Mary Henke was president 
of T.E.S.N. Student Nurses and Pete 
Martinez was vice president of the 
Future Teachers Club. 

Frank Smyrl graduated with highest 
honors, Jackie Martin was leader of 
the Belles, Kay Phillips was leader of 


the Band and all school favorites were 
Patsy Brown and Tom McClellan. 

“No. 95” - Jack Henry was Apache 
football manager, Rodney Parr was 
NJCAA All-American tackle, the 
Apache basketball team upset the 
nationally ranked Lon Morris squad 
88-75 ending a 19-game winning streak 
for Lon Morris. 

Remember in 1967-68? 

Donna Williams was elected “most 
beautiful” on campus, Judy Dyess was 
chosen “Miss Congeniality,” David 
Gandara was president of Phi Theta 
Kappa, Averille Greenhaw was Stu¬ 
dent Senate sponsor and Cheri Mc- 
Ginney was Apache Belle Princess. 

“Babe” Hallmark was head football 
coach and Bill Nectoux made all 
conference in football. 

With less than five minutes left in 
the second game with Henderson 
County Junior College, the Apaches 
came from a 27-8 deficit to 27-22 as 
time ran out in the game. Danny Hall 
added six of those points. 

The Apache basketball team finish¬ 
ed the 1967 season with a 31-5 record, 


being beaten by only two teams. Two 
stars, the “Dynamic Duo” were Jesse 
Marshall and Jim Brooks. 

The Apache Belles visited the White 
House and presented Lady Bird with 
red roses from Tyler. 

Cheerleaders for ’68 were Betty 
Godwin Charlie Taylor, David Archi¬ 
bald, Vonnie Brown, John Himmel and 
Linda Williams. 

Christine Reed and Linda England 
worked day and night on the Home 
Economics Club float for homecoming, 
the comedy “Deadwood Dick” starred 
Randy Raines as Wild Bill Hickok, 
John Woods as the villian and Pat 
Kimble as the hero. 

Jim Lewis was sponsor of the 
Apache Guard Association, John Wil¬ 
liams was president and Terri 
Buchanan was AGA’s Homecoming 
Princess.

Masterplan 
for TJC future 

Page Southerland Page, a nationally 
recognized firm of architects, engi¬ 
neers and consultants, has been re¬ 
tained by TJC to design a com¬ 
prehensive development plan that will 
serve as a guide for the future growth 
and refinement of the campus. 

The firm, which began work in 
September, is looking at the total 
picture, President Dr. Raymond M. 
Hawkins said, including signage, 
parking utilities and landscaping 
5-10-15 years down the line. 

The Austin-based agency is working 
in teams on pre-design, data collection 
and final masterplan. The effort will 
encompass most of the 1983-84 school 
year. 

The final masterplan will be pre¬ 
sented to the TJC Board of Trustees in 
late spring of 1984.

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Phase V 

Pirtle Technology Center expansion started 


Ground breaking ceremonies for 
Phase V of the Pirtle Technology 
Center took place in September, 
initiating construction of 26,000 square 
feet of classroom and office space plus 
16,000 square feet of a partially 
finished structure on the third level. 

George W. Pirtle, Tyler geologist 
and philanthropist, turned the first 
spade of dirt for the structural complex 
which he helped begin in 1966. That 
was the year the first phase of TJC’s 
school of technology facilities was 
completed. 

Pirtle served on the Board of 
Trustees of the college from 1956 to 
1972, observing and articulating the 
need for expanded technological pro¬ 
grams. 

The second phase of the complex 


was dedicated in 1970 and the building 
was named the George W. Pirtle 
Technology Center. 

By 1976, the technology student 
enrollment having more than doubled, 
Phase III was added, with the as¬ 
sistance of a contribution from Pirtle. 
The fourth phase came in 1981, 
bringing the total number of square 
feet to 66,000. 

Cost of the anticipated 42,000 
square feet of Phase V is two and one- 
half million dollars. 

Pirtle has also given to scholarships 
at TJC and the University of Kentucky 
in addition to his gifts to the Boy 
Scouts of America, TJC President Dr. 
Raymond M. Hawkins said, naming a 
few of Pirtle’s benefactions. 

Working his way through the Uni¬ 


versity of Kentucky, Pirtle became the 
first person at that university to earn a 
teaching fellowship in connection with 
obtaining his master’s degree in 
science. The geology library at UK is 
named after him. 

Among his many civic honors, Pirtle 
received the T.B. Butler Publishing 
Company Award for outstanding com¬ 
munity service in 1962. 

“Hundreds of youth from Tyler, 
East Texas and the state have bene¬ 
fited from this man’s generous giving 
to our technology buildings,” Hawkins 
said, “and ties of TJC with industry of 
the area are strengthened.” 

Contract for the construction of 
Phase V was awarded to McKinney 
and Parker Construction Co. of Tyler. 
Davis Wilcox of Tyler is the architect.
